Havaxa, April 17.—Dates from the City of
Mexico to April 10 have been recoived, The
session of the Mexican Congress was opened on
the 18t instant. The speech of Junrez was un-
important, Tha speech of Lomus, the Bpeakor
of the House, anlinadverted severely upon thu
course of the Mexican journals nod the public
in astributing personal motives o members of
Congress on acconnt of their setion there. He
declared such charges unfounded and insulting.
